An invasion across the Danube, if not checked, it is contended, 
would result in turning the line of the Alt River where it.was expected 
the Roumanians would make a determined stand. This line, being un- 
usually strong, it was supposed the Roumanians could hold against 
prolonged attack. Whether they are actually standing there is un- 
known, but it is noteworthy that the Austrians claim to have reached 
the line. 

There is still no news of what happened to the defenders of Or- 
sova and Turnu-Severin, but it is assumed that the main body retired 
hastily, hoping to make secure its retreat between Craiova and the 
Danube. 

Nothing has been learned concerning the measures of the Rus- 
sians to help the Roumanians. The Times says the present Russian 
silence regarding their movements on the Roumanian front is more 
significant than the recent silence of Bucharest, 

Opinions here differ as to the extent to which the Germans will 
benefit as regards grain supplies by overrunning southwestern Rou- 
mania, On one hand it is considered most important for the invaders, 
but on the other hand it is declared that it is a popular mistake to sup- 
pose that they will get vast stores of cereals, as the country, although 
rich agriculturally, is not a granary, and as most of the harvest was 
gathered and sent weeks ago to Galatz and Braila. The maize harvest, 
however, has not been finished, and part of this crop might fall into 
the Austro-German hands,

CLIMAX OF EASTERN FOOTBALL 
SEASON TO BE REACHED TODAY 


Yale and Harvard Universities Will Meet in Yale Bowl, Largest Foot- 
ball Arena in Country—Expected That Close to 80, 000 Spectators 
Will Witness Crucial Contest—Great Interest Has Been Centred 


in the Contest. 


—_———— 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 24—The 
elimax of the eastern football season 
will be reached here tomorrow with 
the meeting of the elevens of Har- 
vard and Yale’ universities in the 
Yale bowl, the largest football arena 
in the country. Although other ser- 
ies have continued for longer unin- 
terrupted stretches, the struggle of 
the Blue and the Crimson teams is the 
gridiron classic of the year, attract- 
ing attendance and attention through- 
out the nation, 

The contest of the morrow, the 
thirty-seventh since 1875, is no excep- 
tion to the rule and the interest in 
the game is as great as at any time 
since the teams of the two institu- 
tions began the series forty-odd years 
ago. Every seat of the 76,000 avail- 


| 
| 


able in the huge bowl has been sold | 


for several weeks and applications for 
more than 380,000 additional return- 
ed unfilled. The demand has been s») 


keen that very few coupons have 
found their way into the hands of 
speculators. ‘Those for sale from 


these sources are being quoted at fa- 
bulous prices, yet finding ready pur 
chasers. 

It is expected that close to 80,000 
spectators will witness the contest but 
the paid admissions will fall below 
these figures giving gross gate re- 
ceipts over $150,000. As a result the 
attendance and receipts will exceed 
those of the 1914 game, which for- 
mally opened the bowl. The demand 
for tickets at that time forced the 
Yale football authorities to erect tem- 
porary wooden stands along the top of 
the parapet and the same tlers of 
seats have been replaced again this 
season. The combined applications of 
the Yale and Harvard alumni and un- 
dergraduates alone totalled more than 
77,000 not all of which were granted 
while those of the general public 
could not be considered, 

This intense interest in the game is 
striking, in view of the fact that the 
contest Will not decide the eastern 
football championship as has been 
the case in some former years. of 
the two elevens, Harvard has the bet- 
ter record in games won and aiso in 
consistent improvement and is « logi- 
cal favorite in the Wagering. The fa- 
mous fighting spirit of the Blue, how- 
ever, prevents Crimson adherents 
irom offering anything bat short odds, 
notwithstanding the fact that in the 
last four games Harvaré has won 
from Yale by scores of 20-0, 15-5, 36-0 
ant 41-0 

The Cambridge University has built 
up a great football coaching system 
under the direction of Percy Haugh- 
ton es the triumphs of recent years 
over both Princeton and Yale prove.

different success, have also turned to 
a similar system with “Tad” Jones 
at the helm, but it is too early to pre- 
dict with accuracy the final result 
of the change in coaching metheds.

In the case of Harvard, too, the 
game is one of more than ordinary 
interest from the standpoint of coach- 
ing éfficiency. A large proportion of 
the material which made the Crim- 
son team of the past three years so 
formidable has been lost by gradua- 
tion, Brickley, Mahan, Gilman,sQrad- 
lee, Trumbull, Hardwick, Pennock 
and others who were named for ali 
American first and second teams are 
no longer in college and Haughton 
has started to rebuild the Crimson 
machine. 

Defeated by Tufts early In the sea- 
son, Harvard was slow to weld into 
torm, but the closing games of the 
year showed that another impressive 
combination was in the making. Tho 
real test, however, will come tomorrow 


and upon the outcome of the play 
against Yale will depend the tinal 
ranking of the Harvard eleven of 
1916, 


Regardless of the result of the game 
Yale has a long lead in_ victories 
which Harvard must overcome before 
the Crimson can draw up even terms 
with the Blue. Of the thirty-six con- 
tests Yale has piled up a total of 279 
points to Harvard's 184.

“IT boxed in Londen,” he says, “in 
the Army and Navy championsnips, 
but I couldn't get away with anything 
tor they sure had son zood material, 
I had a six-round bout in France, in 
the Imperial camp, with one of the 
best they had. J noticed that I stiil 
had a great deal of that old-time form 
spring in my seer, and IT got aroun 
ut a iairly good pace. I gave hima 
pretty good hiding with that left lead 
ot mine; some lead yet, believe me, 
ond the Canadian boys were all aglee, 
tor the Imperial army chaps imagine 
that they have everything their own 


way. 

“One of the fellows I boxed with 
in London went across to France, and 
was wounded in short order. He is 
back in England now. 

“I wouldn't have missed this ex 


perience for the world, as it has been 
one continual pienic for me. Nothing 
to worry about, and very little to do, 
Lots of grub and usually plenty of 
passes. Of course, we are not over- 
burdened with money, but we are 
able to get along alright. 

“Over here in France they use us 
quite well, and the girls, especially, 
they are a great lot, and admire the 
boys from Canada,”

Montreal Papers Agree That He is 
Outpointed by Brooklyn 


Lightweight 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

MONTREAL, Nov. 24.-—-Eddie Wal- 
lace, of Brooklyn, N.Y., featherweight, 
and Freddie Welsh, tightweight cham- 
pion of the world, fought a ten-round, 
bout staged at Sohmer Park here to- 
night under the auspices of the Can- 
adian Athletic club, A fast pace was 
maintained almost all the way. Prize 
fighting is illegal in Montreal, and 
referee's decisions therefore are not 
given. Wailace weighed in at 138 
pounds, and Welsh at 136. 

The sporting writer of the Gazette 
declares Wallace’ outpointed the 
champion in eight of the ten rounds. 
Sentiment at the ringside appeared 
to favor the Brooklyn featherweight 
throughout. Roche, of New York, 
refereed the match, 

The Daily Mail report of the bout 
concedes seven rounds to Wallace, 
and declares that two were even and 
that Welsh had the better of one. 

According to Le Canada, the only 
other morning paper represented at 
the ringside, Wallace won the fight 
on points “by a shade,” 


The Gazette, in its report of the 
fight, says: 

“Wallace cut out the pace = and 
forced the champion to follow him 


at all stages. Wallace made Welsh 
miss oftener than he landed, while 
the Brooklyn boy was sending left 
and right jabs to the face and body. 
At the commencement of the opening 
round Welsh treated the bont rather 
us a joke, and did not try to cut loose 
until he found that Wailace was his 
equal in ability and that his only 
ndvantage was weight. 

“Wallace started in from the sound- 
ing of the first gong to go after hiv 
opponent and was most successful in 
his efforts, He opened the attack and 
landed several times before Welsh 
was able to clinch with him and tie 
him up. Wallace, on the break, step- 
ped back and Welsh landed one ot 
his few telling punches. He sent his 
left straight to Wallace's face and 
then clinched, He tried to land an- 
other as he stepped back, but Wal 
lace avoided it, and was on the of- 
Yensive when the gong sounded. 

“The result of this round made tha 
champion realize that he had under- 
rated Wallace, and from then he dis- 
played his best wares, and made every 
effort to stop the Brooklyn lad. Wal- 
lace, who has been seen in Montreal 
on frequent occasions, has never be- 
fore shown the ability he displayed 
in tonight’s bout.”
